Honorable Board of Police

Gentlemen: 


With the population increase in the City 
of Lansing during recent years, there 
has occurred a commensurate increase in 
the number of arrests made by the Lans- 
ing Police Department. The majority of 
these arrests necessitate detention in the 
City Jail for variable. periods of time. 


During the month of August, 1947, a 
total of 407 persons were locked up in 
the jail. The Board of Police and Fire 
Commissioners at a meeting of the Board 
held on July 8, 1941 ruled that no more 
than twenty (20) persons hould be con- 
fined at one time, except in cases of emer- 
gency. A state of emergency has existed 
continuously since that time, with up to 
a total of thirty-seven (87) detained at 
one time during the month mentioned as 
an example. 


SEPTEMBER 15, 1947 


Inadequate sanitary facilities, and the 
outmoded construction of the jail, treble 
the hazards resultant from this  over- 
crowding. The Lansing City Jail is located 
below ground level, and because of the 
age of the structure, it is at times damp 
and detrimental to the health and wel- 
fare of prisoners, despite the efforts of 
the attendants to keep it otherwise. The 
fact that the jail has but one exit and 
that this is used for both entering and 
leaving, creates a hazard that would be 
insurmountable in the case of emergency. 


The inadequacy and obsolete nature of 
the Lansing City Jail is reflected in the 
fact that Federal prisoners may not be 
detained there, due to the fact that it 
is not on the approved list of City Jails 
in the United States. 


I would like to point out that the rapid 
increase in need for a modern City Jail 
and Police facilities, furnishes further 
argument for greater vision, and foresight 
in planning for Police requirements of the 
future. The Police Department plays a 
major role in City government, and daily 
touches the affairs of everyone of its 
citizens. Such functions demand more 
than casual consideration and facilities. 
The plan to have the Police headquarters 
on upper floors of the proposed City Hall, 
in my opinion, is shortsighted, in that 
it does not recognize these facts, and the 
inconvenience and inefficiency that it would 
render to the citizens of Lansing. 


The realization that it is our bound 
duty to inform the City Government of 
these facts, and to emphasize the need 
for a modern Police building program is 
my sole purpose in addressing this com- 
munication to you.

POLICE TRAINING SCHOOL 


The Captain of the Uniform Division 
shall have immediate supervision and con- 
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trol of the Police Training School and of 
the proper training and education of all 
members of the Department who may be 
required to attend the school. 


He shall be held strictly responsible for 
the attainment of the highest, possible 
degree of deportment and accomplishment 
by the members through the efficient appli- 
eation of the system or courses of instruc- 
tion for such purposes. 


He shall, with the assistance of such 
other persons as may be designated, care- 
fully instruct all persons attending this 
school on the subjects of traffic rules and 
regulations, criminal laws, City Ordinances, 
rules and regulations of the Department, 
deportment, discipline, evidence and _ its 
proper presentation in court cases, criminal 
investigation, observation, and carefully 
familarize the classes with the rules and 
practices, and the operation of the Courts; 
and instruct them in all duties in relation 
thereto; and such other subjects as may 
be prescribed by the Chief of Police. 


He shall, as often as he deems advisable, 
hold a general examination with the view 
of testing each member’s knowledge of the 
subjects embraced in the courses of in- 
struction. The results of such tests shall 
be recorded on members’ individual class 
eards for permanent filing, and a written 
report shall be made to the Chief of Police, 
designating such members who have failed 
to pass the tests satisfactorily, together 
with all information regarding their in- 
terest in the work and general fitness for 
Police duty; and any recommendations 
which may be deemed advisable. 


He shall make a written report at the 
elose of each class on all persons attend- 
ing and all absentees from the _ school, 
and report same to the Chief -of Police. 

He shall from time to time, confer with 
= Chief of Police on the progress of the 
school. 


The school shall be held on Monday, 
Tuesday, and Wednesday of each week for 
a period of two hours, at the discretion of 
the Chief of Police, starting at 2:15 P. M., 
and closing at 4:15 P. M., with a break 
of 10 minutes between the periods for re- 
laxation. The first day of school will 
be Monday, December 1, 1947. 


The Department shall be divided into 
three divisions to make it possible for all 
members to attend, and the two hours of 
school attended by officers who are off- 
duty, shall be reimbursed at the end of 
eight hours of time by one extra leave day.
